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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Cancel Claims 6 and 16 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Wolf et al, WO 95/13260, discloses a low foaming nonionic surfactant 

composition having the following formula (I): R^-(0A)x-(0)-CH(CH3)-0-R^ wherein is 
a CrCao alkyi group, a C3-C30 alkenyl group, or a C7-C30 aralkyi or alkaryl group; R^ Is a 
C1-C10 alkyI group; A is a 1 ,2-alkylene group with 2 to 4 carbon atoms; and X is from 1- 
50 (see page 1 , lines 10-30). It is further taught by Wolf et al that that the low foaming 
nonionic surfactant of formula I are used in an amount of 49.8% by weight in a 
composition which further contains 39.7% by weight of a secondary surfactant and 
10.4% by weight of a tertiary surfactant (see page 15, Table 2, Example K). However, 
patentee differs from applicant in that Wolf et al does not teach or suggest in general 
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the specific capped poly(oxyalkylated) alcohol required by applicant in newly amended 
claim 1 . 

The examiner makes of record that the double patenting rejection of the instant 
claims over claims 1-28 of Serial No. 09/733,450 (now U.S. Patent No. 6,686,330) has 
been withdrawn, since the Instant claims are drawn to a compound, which is a distinct 
invention from the composition claims of Serial No. 09/733,450. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
